The 1920 oensua showed a population of 
1105,710,620. 
Population of California is estimated at 3,805,158. 
The estimate excludes the District of Columbia and the states of 
Vermont, Nevada and Mississippi. 
The district’s growth during the 
war was abnormal, hence not a good basis upon which to estimate, 
and the two states lost population between 1910 and 1920, hence no 
estimates were made for them.

Those who scored the proposed 
charter at the O. A. R. hall meet­ 
ing labeled it as an effort to cen- 
, retire power, a means for procur­ 
ing more money, increased assess­ 
ments and high taxes, a proposal 
of the manager plsn, which was 
claimed to have been a failure In 
many cases and still to he In the 
experimental stage. 
Henry Yount presided. 
J. 
J. 
Zielian was secretary and Martin 
Shields secretary of the meeting. 
Mrs. B. Uttley termed the char­ 
ter un-American and a step in the 
growth of centralized power wnich 
she said was undemocratic. 
“The 
mossbacks 
defeated 
the 
charter before and they will do it 
again, and I’m glad I’m a moss­ 
back.” said Mrs. Uttley, In making 
a plea for conservatism in the 
m atter of adopting such plans of 
government aa the 
charter 
pro­ 
poses. 
Using the operations 
of 
the 
sugar industry and of the ceme- 
j teries as examples of the effect of 
centralized power, Mr.e Uttley in­ 
dicated that the adoption of the 
charter would bring similar results 
to the city. 
Criticises Present Methods. 
Criticising the methods used in 
the city now, Mrs. Uttiey said that 
the water works had been 
self­ 
supporting twelve years ago and 
abo could 
not 
understand why 
there was a need for bonds to take 
care of the city’* water supply 
new. 
"I can’t see where the present 
form of city government has fail­ 
ed,’’ said Attorney Head, who was 
called upon to deliver the principal 
speech. 
Outlining the arguments of the 
proponents of the charter. 
Head 
po'nted out that he had not been 
able to find the weakness of the 
present system, and therefore saw 
no reason for a change. 
Head based his argument chiefly 
upon what he claimed to be the ex­ 
pel imental stage of the city man­ 
ager plan of government, saying 
that in Sacramento, Alhambra, and 
many other cities 
where it had 
been tried there had been turmoil 
end trouble following the adoption 
of the plan. 
Says Manager Plan Wrong. 
Head 
stressed 
his 
conviction 
that the theory of the manager 
plan was wrong, that It should not 
be necessary to hire an expensive 
head to make the city officials do 
their duty. 
“I am not In favor of Santa Ana 
becoming irrevocably tied to the 
manager plan, when it la aor un­ 
tried,’’ said Head, "and 
further 
more, 
the 
trustee! can hire a 
manager now if they like, without 
change In the form of the govern-^ 
mr.nt or of the instrument of gov 
em inent.’’ 
In closing, Head suggested as a 
campaign plan that the opponents 
of the charter schedule speeches 
in the theaters to follow up the 
talks being made by the propo 
ncnts; that 
automobile 
stickers, 
more attractive than 
the 
“pro”- 
atickers now out, be printed and 
put on cars; that his office and 
that of Ben E. Traver be listed as 
headquarters on election day and 
that any who deeired to phone in 
names for transportation, do so; 
that leading clubs be asked not to 
pass 
resolutions In favor of the 
charter, at least not until they had 
heard both aides; and that 
the 
opponents buy space In the press 
for the purpose of putting their 
arguments before the people. 
Pass Resolutions. 
A aet of resolutions proposed by 
Head was adopted and ordered of­ 
fered In the press: 
“RESOLVED, by this meeting of 
voters and taxpayers of Santa Ana, 
that we are opposed to the pro 
posed special charter for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
“I. 
It is not needed. 
No in­ 
stance has been cited of fault in 
our city government due to our 
present charter. 
“2. 
Our present charter gives 
ample power to do anything need­ 
ed or desirable that can be 
done 
under the special charter. 
“3. 
The proposed charter does 
away with the division of the city 
Into wards and election of trustees 
from wards, so that under it the 
mayor and all the trustees might 
reside in one section of the city. 
“4. 
Its absurd 
provisions 
re­ 
garding the recall and the initia­ 
tive virtually nullify those rights 
of the people. 
* 
“5. 
It does not eliminate a sin­ 
gle officer or 
department 
head, 
but adds another high salaried of­ 
ficial; he must be provided with 
an office and office furniture, and 
a stenograher, and an automobile. 
Thus it would add large items of 
expense, and expenses can only bo 
paid by means of taxes. 
“6. 
It proposes to bind us ir­ 
revocably to the city manager plan 
instead of making that plan option­ 
al or alternative, as underAhe pres­ 
ent charter. 
“7. 
Its adoption would 
mean 
increased city expanse, confusion, 
uncertainty, conflict and 
dissen­ 
sion. 
“8. 
It provides for the employ­ 
ment of “Special Counsel.” 
“AND BE IT FURTHER 
RE 
SOLVED, that we protest against 
the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce presuming to speak for 
that organization in favor of the 
piopoeed 
charter 
when a large 
portion of Its members are opposed 
to it; and agairfst the official pub­ 
lication of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce being used to circulate pro­ 
paganda for the charter; we de­ 
clare that the directors and sec­ 
retary of that organization confine 
their official 
activities to Legit* 
mate functions and keep the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce out of city poli­ 
tics.”

hfay, according to L D. Palmer, 
aecretary-manager of the 
Orange 
County Fruit exchange, today. 
At the same time. Palmer made 
it clear that the valencias are In 
excellent condition, with prospects 
of an excellent yield of remarka­ 
bly good fruit. 
“The rains of the past few days 
will contribute very materially to­ 
ward the maturing of the valen­ 
cia crop in Orange county," 
said 
Palmer. 
"Although 
we have 
made 
no 
comprehensive survey of the fruit 
districts, we 
learn 
from

sources that the fruit is ripening 
satisfactorily, that the size 
and 
quality are good, and that optim­ 
ism prevails on all sides concern­ 
ing this year’s shipments. 
Shipm ents May 1 
“For the present, however, 
no 
concerted effort will be made 
to 
send out valencias in large quanti­ 
ties. 
“In fact, it I* safe to predict 
that shipments will not begin on 
anything like a broad scale until 
May I, or a little later. 
"There will be some spasmodic 
shipments, I presume, as usual, 
but from 
present indications 
it 
would seem safer for all concern­ 
ed to walt a few weeks.’’

Econom ic Aspect of Poor 
Vision 
The value of your r y e s— the se n se 
of sight— cannot be ex orcised in any 
terms. 
N ext 
to life itself, and 
yet 
m illions have d efective eyes. 
The 
great m ajority are unaware of im ­ 
paired vision and do not know that 
their's is less than a full m easure 
of the m ost 
valued 
of the 
senses. 
Many other* do not understand that 
a considerable degree of the vision 
they do enjoy is gained only through 
nerve exhau stin g eyestrain. 
Looking at this condition from a 
purely economic angle, one is appalled at the resulting waste 
of effort and the inefficiency of millions who daily contend 
with the handicap of faulty vision. 
As to the prevalence of defective eyesight recent studies 
show some startling results.

What does this prevalence of defective eyesight mean to the 
store, the office, the factory, the bank and in every place of 
business? 
What does it mean in production? 
< That is our big problem of today—greater production at less 
cost. 
The nation must produce more and waste less. 
Full

As he gets 
fewer and fewer eggs he wonders 
why, and

creeps in, and the $2.00 per is 
transferred to the red ink side of 
the ledger, he Is ready to quit and 
tell his friends there Is no money 
in poultry. 
His bit or miss venture has de­ 
veloped Into a purely miss propo­ 
sition, and he has failed because 
he has not realized that 
poultry 
keeping In California is a scien- 
tiAc business, requiring partieular 
attention, and can seldom, if ever, 
be 
maintained 
successfully, 
on 
any kind of a large scale, as a side 
line. 
Why 8ome Fall 
Finally, and this, In my opinion, 
is what causes most of our poul­ 
try * failures, he may have been 
ignorant of, or unwilling to avail 
himself of the real avenues of aid 
in his business, which Were open 
to him, and could have been had 
for the asking. 
He, like many others, probably 
believed there was nothing much 
to chicken raising, that most any­ 
one, even a child, could handle 
poultry successfully, so why both­ 
er with books or education

such a simple matter. He proceeds

them. Our ideas on poultry were 
middle west ideas, rind we were 
soon to learn how little we knew 
of the poultry business in Califor­ 
nia. 
That year we were brooding a 
small flock of as pretty Ancona 
baby chicks as one could wish to 
see. For a few weeks they did 
beautifully, then 
suddenly, 
one 
bright spring miming, they began 
to droop, mope around and flnaffy 
die. We consulted many of 
our 
neighbors. 
Each had 
a different 
theory and different advice. We 
tried them all, but the chicks con­ 
tinued to die. The brooder house 
Aoor was 
covered 
with 
bloody 
droppings, the chicks 
were pale 
and 
lifeless, their 
feathers ruf­ 
fled, but these symptoms 
meant 
nothing to us then, beyond 
the 
fact that we knew they were sick, 
and we continued our same meth­ 
ods of feeding and brooding. 
When the 
death 
toll 
finally 
stopped, we had exactly 12 chicks 
left out of a lot of 125. 
We were pretty well discourag­ 
ed and about ready to quit, when 
some one told us of the poultry 
course at the University of Cali 
fornia.

after due action ag provided by the organic law 
of the league of the South we* t, has directed that

It may be too early to comment upon the new

But it is not too early to say that we believe the 


personnel of the five men who will make up the new 
council makes an exceptionally well balanced board. 
This can be said without any reference to the mg* 
who were defeated, for among those who were de­ 
feated were men exceptionally well qualified for pub­ 
lic service, men whose usefulness has already been 
demonstrated. 
To begin with, there are three men on the new 


council who have had years of experience in hand­ 
ling municipal affairs of Santa Ana. 
Two of the 


five are business executives in strong business con­ 
cerns of this city; two of them are engineers, one 
a mechanical engineer and the other a civil engineer, 
whose advice will no doubt be found of high value 
in practical engineering problems with which the 
board must deal; one of them has spent all of his 
time for years in public service; all of them are men 
of character and all are imbued with the hope and 
expectation of achievement for their city. 
Financially, so far as monthly pay u -oncemed, 


the position of city trustee is not attractive 
Not a 


man among the five has given thought to the $25 a 
month salary, for each well knows that the salary 
can hardly cover expenses. 
Their real compensation 


will be in feeling and knowing that they are getting 
things done for the city whose municipal government 
ha* been placed in their hands.' 
And so. before these five men uke office, we 


should realize that these men have no personal axes 
to grind. 
They will do things that will meet with 


the disapproval of some, perhaps of many, residents 
of the city, for no city council caa carry on the work 
of a council without encountering situations that call 
for action certain to displease individuals and groups. 
Believing, therefore, that these men have no per­ 
sonal axes to grind, we bespeak the co-operation of 
the citizens of Santa Ana in making their administra­ 
tion a period of accomplishment for Santa Ana in 
keeping with the recognized sincerity and integrity 
of these five men— Claude Killen, John W . Tubbs, 
Charles H. Chapman, George McPhee and Nat FL 
Neff.

Professor Happy, whose less-used I 
name is CHIT Goldsmith, pointed 
out today when he reached New 
York after a 
speaking 
tour 
in 
Rochester and points west, during 
which about 30,000 more vegetable 
eaters were added to the ranks, 
the garden truck competition dif­ 
fers from its .lemon-meringue 
pre­ 
decessor. 
The vegetables, for in­ 
stance, need not be consumed in 
public, nor is it essential for the 
ears to become smeared 
during 
the operation. 
The number of pie- 
eaters who won real 
distinction 
was always limited, however, and 
Professor Happy declares that ev­ 
ery high school student in the na­ 
tion has about the makings of a 
champion green 
vegetable 
eater 
Even grown-ups are not excluded 
front the aport. 
"The American youth of today 
rank higher than ever before 
in 
intelligence and general 
a b ility,"1 
Professor Happy gives as his opin-' 
Ion. 
“ In brawn and muscle, how­ 
ever. they are not up to the mark. 
They need an accession of the v i­ 
tality that lurks In the vitamines] 
of vegetables, and plenty of fresh 
air, milk and exercise to turn them 
Into a men of comparative super 
men and superwomen.” 
"A good life insurance policy is 
a bunch of spinach,” is among the' 
wise sayings in Mr. 
Goldsmith’s 1 
book, 
The Wisdom of Professor j 
Happy,’’ Issued by the Child Health 1 
Organization, which, amalgamated 
with the American Child Hygiene 
Association, has now become the 
American Child 
Health 
Associa­ 
tion, with Herbert Hoover as presi­ 
dent. 
One of his beauty hints in 
the same book is, “ Fo r a healthy 
complexion, apply one apple to the 
face, and rub in till it disappears ” 
To high school audiences in var­ 
ious parts of the country Professor 
Happy carries encomiums of 
the 
vegetable, speaking of the beet in 
terms that should make that mod 
est vegetable blush blood red, and 
of the onion almost with tears of 
appreciation. 
In his wake. Profes 
aor Happy bas left behind him a 
trail of vegetable-eating boys and 
girls through the country. 
“ Top-notch health is 
the 
only 
thing needed to make our boys and 
girls the finest young people of 
the world,” he declares. 
A recent feature 
of 
Professor 
Happy’! health work In the school* 
has been the Inauguration 
of 
a 
health epigram contest as part of 
English classes. 
Maybe you think 
it’s easy to evolve off-hand a bright 
and sparkling little gem of w it on 
the subject of keeping well. 
T ry 
it and see. 
You w ill 
find 
that 
about the most 
original 
things 
which occur to you on the subject 
w ill be, ‘ E arly to bed and early to 
rise makes a man healthy, wealthy, 
and wise,” or “ an apple 
a 
day 
keeps the doctor away.” 
The 
alert-minded 
high 
school 
boys and girls of the country are 
able to go you several better than 
that, Professor 
Happy 
declares. 
H e himself ranks as the leading 
health epigrammatist of the nation 
and he says that not infrequently 
the students evolve 
pithy 
bits 
which he would like to include in 
one of his own books. 
Praise from 
one author to another can go no 
farther 
than 
that. 
In 
several 
cities, such as St. Paul, from which 
Professor Happy has just returned, 
the elders have become so inter­ 
ested in the subject of health that 
they are offering high school stu­ 
dents prizes for the best epigrams.
